Anniversary of Farrar's Execu­ 
tion May Start Trouble. 


BARCELONA

Madrid, O ct l l —Prem ier Canale- 
las 
warning to parliam ent th at the 
agitation of clericals and anti-clericals 
among workingmen is likely to plunge 
Spain into a civil war ha£ not served 
to ease the public mind. 
People are discussing the possibility 
that the flame of revolution will over­ 
lap the frontier and engulf Spain.

lution. W e will take care of ours,” 
is widely printed in the radical press 
as indicating republican plans for an 
uprising.

ON LOCOMOTIVE 


Three Youngsters Nearly Over­ 


come on Pilot. 


M any B o d ies Found Among the Home­ 
less Thousands. 
Rainy River, Ont.. Oft. Ii.—The ter­ 
rible penults of the forest 
tire s a r e 
beginning to fie realized by the til* 
heartened and ho me I ess thousands. 
Hodii*s found along the railway track 
three miles 
west of Haudette were 
brought here. There was not a particle 
of clothing left on an> of them. save 
parts of shoes The bodies had the ap­ 
pearance of having been baked in a 
lad hut oven. 
Searching parties were 
organized 
an*l went south to relieve suffering 
ami pick up the dead. It will In- days 
be>fnre all the dead eau lie reached. 
owing to the great trees which have 
fallen otter the roads. 
These will have 
to he chopped away before wagon* can 
get through 
In some instances houses near town 
are filled with refugees who are with­ 
out f<M>d. 
Matt Hendrickson came In from hts 
< I a I ti 1, three aud a half miles south­ 
west of Haudette, and told of thirty 
persons who were boused In his shack 
without food. 
He says that when the fire struck 
his place sixteen of (ham got into a 
dry well eighteen feet deep and re­ 
mained there, nearly suffocating from 
the heat aud smoke, until the fire had 
passed. 
While the tornado of fire passed 
over the well It veered to the south­ 
east of his house, which was not co il­ 
lum ed. 
Many settlers got into the Rapid 
river and save*! themselves by wading 
Into the water, althought their fates 
were blistered by the heat. 
The fire still threatens the few hous­ 
es along the river in old Haudette. 
The Kngler com pany’s men g a \e up 
hoi>e of saving their 
property two 
miles down the river, and sent all of 
their horses to a place of safety. This 
mill is valued at $25b,OU(i, aud was 
only completed last August. 
In Rainy River loo deputy fire war­ 
dens have been sworn in and divided 
into groups of ten and have started to 
fight the fire from all sides. 
Wild animals raced wildly about the 
edge of the fire and then, contrary to 
their habits, turned ami plunged into 
the deep and wide Rainy river, and 
swam to Canada. They followed lh® 
hitman flight, and cattle likewise, re­ 
leased by their owners at the approach 
of the flames, fled to safety. 
Accompanying the horses were hun­ 
dreds of deer, caribou and moose, and 
in truth the cattle lay down with the 
pears, wild cats and tim ber wolves 
and with no danger from them. They 
were all flying from a common enemy. 
Never probably in the history of the 
country was there ever such a herd of 
wild animala ss passed before
